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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argued throughout the Remarks of 25 October 2005 that there was no disclosure of client image. Under the broadest 
reasonable interpretation of image, the cited prior are discloses an image as previously indicated. According to Microsoft Computer 
Dictionary Fifth Edition, an image is "a duplicate, copy, or represnetnation of all or part of a hard or floppy disk, a section of memory, or 
hard drive, a file, a program, or data". Thus, an image (in some case simply just a portion of data) has clearly been disclosed. Applicant 
further argued no disclosure of an ID of the license pack. Again, the cited prior art indicates a reasonably unique form of identification (at 
least a name) for a reasonable sphere of usage. It is unclear how to enable a form of ID to ensure there is never another ID like it in 
existance. Thus, an ID must exist in a reasonable sphere of usage and be unique within that. Having addressed Applicant's raised 
concerns, the rejections are maintained as before stated. 
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
